If Your Telephone Number Runs Into 


Four Figures, It's About to be 


Changed. 


"When the subscriber moves, the 


same number moves with him," said 
Manager Frank Wright of the Home 
Telephone Company of Covina, this 
week, in discussing the new system 
which is being put into operation in 
the Covina Exchange. The company 
is making a change in the Covina 
switchboard, adding a great deal to 
the present equipment, and the man- 
ager says that all numbers now being 
used have four numerals, like the Ar- 
gus number, 3008, will be changed, 
and that after this change has gone 
into effect, the number will remain 
the same at all times, whether the 
subscriber moves to a new location 
or not. 


This matter of the numbers does 


not apply to any part of the system ex- 
cept the Covina exchange. The other 
systems will be dealt with later. There 
will be something like 600 telephones 
to change. The company has been o- 
bliged to change over 100 telephones 
each month under the old system. It 
is thought that when the new condi- 
tions are in working order, the peo- 
ple will be much better satisfied. 


The old switchboard has been out- 


grown. The remarkable growth of the 
San Gabriel valley has caused 
the 


telephone 
company to "keep jump- 


ing" in order to keep an adequate ser- 
vice before ihe people, and the people 
have not fit the strain that comes with 
a rapidly increasing population. 


At the annual meeting of the Co- 


vina Home Telephone Company stock- 
holders, held on Tuesday of this week, 
the secretary reported that 176 new 
telephones had been installed during 
the year. The company is composed 
of 41 stockholders, two-thirds of them 
being residents of the Covina valley.

Fever-Infected Milk. 


The danger of the transmission of 


typhiod fever through dirty milk is 
shown in a recent epidemic Jin Wor- 
'chester, Mass., reported in" k recent 
number of the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, by Dr. E. B. Big- 
elow of the local board of health. Dr. 
Bigelow shows that in the last twenty- 
five years an average of 106 cases of 
typhoid fever has been reported year- 
ly to the Board of Health of Worches- 
ter, (\ city \vith a population of 145, 
000 at present. This is, roughly, an 
average of one case a thousand popu- 
lation a year for this period. In 1910 
there were 295 cases, more than one 
case to each 500 of population, and 
nearly three times the average. Of 
these cases, 213 with ten deaths, were 
traced to one milk route, an employee 
of which was found to be the source 
of infection. Dr. Bigelow recommends 
that all persons engaged in the hand- 
ling or selling of milk be carefully ex- 
amined in order to prevent such epi- 
demics 
occurring 
through 
typhoid

In making 
the contract for the Frisco syestem, 
which operates 5,180 miles of lines, he 
received the congratulations of Post 
Master (general Hitchcock, who stated 
that it was the first contract for the 
transportation of mail ever given ex- 
clusively to one road in which the 
government seemed to have gained a 
material advantage.

ranch in California. He will take up 
his new duties with the Frisco sys- 
tem on January 1.

The passing of the "old ditch,"! 


•which brought the water from the i 
canyon's mouth to the orange groves | 
in the Covina valley, has been gradual, 
like the changing of a snake's skin. 
This water-way was never more than 
a meandering gash, made across the 
valley, following the lines of least re- 
sJstence, keeping to the contours of 
ground, ami rising as far as possible 
above the lands to be irrigated. When 
this ditch was cemented with a thin 
layer, it was thought that a big step 
had been taken for progress, which 
was true, and the irrigators lost much 
less water by seepage. 


J3ut a great amount was lost by 


evaporation. 
Anyone who has seen 


the old ditch shimmering in the sum- 
mer sunshine, knows well that the 
sun "drew water" in large quantities 
from this shallow stream. The water 
could not be kept altogether free from 
contamination, which was another fea- 
ture to be considered. 
But as the 


first method of Irrigating the Covtna 
valley, it was a success, and this open 
ditch was the old Father Wizard of 
watercraft, that made this great citrus 
valley possible. 


The Irrigating Company is gradually 


replacing this open canal. The water 
is henceforth to flow in a round, ce- 
mented conduit, beneath the earth's 
surface.

In the year 1602, Viscaino sailed 


along the coast of California by order 
of the king of Spain, to discover and 
annex such lands as he deemed best; 
to find suitable places to establish 
missions, and spread the Catholic re- 
ligion among the heathen. 


The only scant records of this voy- 


age show the founding of the two mis- 
sions, San Diego and Monterey. It 
was in 1769, when Portola, also in the 
service of the lung of Spain, began 
the work laid out by Viscaino. The 
Spaniards under Portola followed the 
coast of Lower California in two part- 
ies, one by water and the other by 
land, and arrived in San Diego in de- 
plorable circumstances, conditions be- 
ing so bad they almost decided to re- 
turn when a relief ship arrived. It 
was late in the year when Portola 
sailed into what is now known as San 
Francisco bay. From this time, the 
process of locating and establishing 
a chain of missions began. 
, 


It was in the next year that Por- 


tola discovered Los Angeles, and as it 
was the day of the Virgin Mary, he 
called it "Nuestra Senora Reina de 
Los Angeles: Our Lady Queen of the 
Angeles." It was on September 8th, 
1771, when the Franciscan friars, who 
alw.ays showed^ excellent judgment in 
selecting fertile lands for the locations 
of missions, founded the mission at 
San Gabriel Arcangel, in the now well 
known San Gabriel valley. It was us- 
ually two friars, and a few seldiers 
who, after locating a suitable spot, 
first raised the cross and then the 
flag of Spain. 


At the founding of the San Gabriel 


mission this small party was about 
to be attacked by hostile Indians, but 
when the cross arose, tradition says 
they laid down their bows and arrows 
to join the fathers in their peaceful 
mission. While these Franciscan fath- 
ers held the Indians who fell under 
their control, in a state of peonage, 
they taught them the industry of farm- 
ing and* stock raising. Prior to the 
founding of the mission, the food of 
the Indians had been secured by hunt- 
ing in the mountains, wild nuts gath- 
ered in the canyons, and flour of acorn 
meal. 


It was through the golden vessels 


on the alter of the missian that the 
Indians first learned the value of gold 
and they were very successful in the 
finding of the precious metals in the 
surrounding mountains. 


The San Gabriel valley, more than 


thirty miles long, and at most ten 
miles wide, afforded a splendid graz- 
ing ground for cattle, while around 
the mission, corn and grain were sown 
and vineyards and orange trees plant- 
ed. On the north and east side c>f the 
valley, were many live oaks, which not 
only made splendid camping grounds 
but also supplied the Indians with 
their meal from the ground acorns. 


Through the valley by way of the 


San Gabriel, ran the San Bernardino 
Road, to a small settlement of that 
name. It was not until after Mexico 
had declared independence from Spain 
that the peaceful mission, then grown 
to a large and prosperous communi- 
ty, began to lose its peace and happi- 
ness. With the first breaking out of 
hostilities between 
California 
and 


the United States, a prominent Mex- 
ican official, San Antonio, took com- 
mand of the Los Angeles volunteers 
to give battle to the Americans. The 
battle of the San Gabriel river was 
disastrous to the Amaricans.. They 
fled from the battle field, losing their 
flag and some valuable papers. In the 
fall of the year, San Antonio, wishing 
to return to his home in Mexico, left 
Los Angeles in great splendor, ac- 
companied by a few soldiers. 
The 


captured flag, and the papers, were 
entrusted to him to deliver safely to 
the Mexican government. It was a 
rainy day when he left Los Angeles. 
They stopped at the San Gabriel mis- 
sion for refreshments, and were here 
joined by two traders, and on the sad- 
dles of these men were bags of gold 
received in evchange for various trink- 
ets at the various missions. 


The rain increased, and the party 


which had intended to stop at Cienega, 
which was only a watering place be- 
tween Los Angeles and San Bernardi- 
no, camped instead, near some friend- 
ly Indians, under some oak trees a- 
bout twenty miles from Los Angeles. 


At the mission, a Spaniard, who had 


been unmercifully treated by the Mex- 
icans, seeing the cavalcade start, with 
revenge in his l^eart, carried the news 
to the America'as, who were camped 
a few miles away. Eager to recap- 
ture the flag and the papers, the Amer- 
icans started in pursuit, and came up- 
on San Antonio's party among the 
live oaks of the upper San Gabriel 
valley. Fearing an attack 
from un- 


friendly Indians, San Antonio and his 
party pitched their camp some dis- 
tance from the main travelled road. 
They buried their gold, with the flag 
and the papers, near a large oak tree, 
for, should they be surprised, the tree, 
by reason of its size, would serve as 
a mark to enable any survivor to re- 
cover the treasure. Fires we^e built 
and the clothing dried. The evening 
meal was taken. With the coming of 
twilight, was heard the clatter of 
hoofs. 
Americans in pursuit. San 


Antonio climbed the big oak while the 
soldiers made ready for fight. Volley 
after volley were fired at the small 
party of Americans. History has nev- 
er told the story of the slaughter of 
the battle. San Antonio remained in 
the tree all night, and two days after 
his departure he returned to Los An- 
geles, alone and in rags, with his 
feet bleeding and almost exhausted. 
No one has ever found the flag, the 
valuable papers, or the gold that was 
cached by this great tree. An Amer- 
ican officer and a troop of soldiej-s 
returned to the spot several days la- 
ter, still in pursuit of their flag and pa- 
pers, but the rain had mads it im- 
possible to find the cache. Holes were 
dug all around the large tree without 
success. When the search was given 
up, and they were about to depart, th,e 
officer, piving a last look at the place 
said: "This indeed is a replica of the 
old Charter Oak." Many years have 
gone by since the historic oak, which

ield the beneficial charter has been 
blown' down on the shores of Connec- 
ticut. But the historic tree of the up- 
?er San Gabriel valley still stands. 
In its bark is cut the Sign of the Cross 
to commemmorate the deed. In 1886 
settlers bought the land in the vicini- 
ty, and planted it to orange trees. 
The place of this historic tree first 
jqlonged to Walter Allen, brother-in- 
aw of Wm. Bowring, and neighbor of 
H. C. Mace, the only two remaining 
pioneers of this section. It was the 
task of.W. H. Collins, a later purchas- 
er of the land, to level the land of the 
many holes dug by the treasure hunt- 
ers around the tree. 


The Chater Oak of the Pacific coast 


stands in the orange grove now owned 
by R. II. Rowland, in a beautiful, pros- 
perous community 
named 
Charter 


Oak. 
This historic spot is midway be- 


tween three prominent cities of the 
upper San Gabriel valley. Three miles 
to the east we find the prosperous city 
of San Dimas; three miles 
to 
the 


north the beautiful city of Glendora, 
while three miles to the west, the ever 
growing city of Covina. Thousands 
of acres around this tree have been 
planted to trees bearing the golden 
fruit, and many who have visited the 
upper San Gabriel valley can truth- 
dens of Hesperides are reproduced 
fully say that the golden orange gar- 
on the shores of the Pacific. 


ENCIRCLE SALTON SEA. 


Imperial Valley Residents Are Work- 


ing For Highway From Los An- 


geles to El Centro. 


Imperial valley is in the throes of 


giving birth to a new highway. A let- 
ter which reaches the Argus, speaks 
of the route now proposed that encir- 
cles the Salton Sea. ^This route would 
seem to be an attractive one to a 
state that is constantly full of visi- 
tors. The letter says: 


Do you want a road from San Diego 


to El Centro?, or from Los Angeles 
to the whole Imperial valley? 


The Tri-State convention, held in 


Phoenix last month, as you know, a- 
dopted for a trans-continental high- 
way, 
the Yuma-Imperial valley Mecca 


route, along the south side of the 
Salton Sea, in preferanc.e to the route 
via Devil's canyon and San Diego. 


In so far as the State highway is 


concerned, the road proposed by those 
favoring the Devil's canyon 
route 


would enter the Imperial valley on 
the west and traverse only about 18 
miles of the irrigated section of the 
valley, running directly to El Centro, 
to the county seat; while the Salton 
Sea road will enter the developed sec- 
tion of the valley some 17 miles north- 
we'st of Brawley, 
thence 
running 


south to and through the cities of Im- 
perial and El Centro 14 miles away, 
making, in 
all 
thirty 
miles 
of 


travel through some of the richest 
farming lands in the world, and short- 
ening the distance between our county 
seat and Los Angeles over 60 miles, 
and also enabling all 
intermediate 


points to save much milage by avoid- 
ing the detour to San Diego. 


As to the inter-state or national 


highway, the distance between Los 
Angeles and Yuma is reduced nearly 
100 miles, and Brawley, in the exact 
center of the new Imperial valley Ir- 
aaaaaaj-aYaaala yaor uoh__ aisalt ov 
rigation district, is the logical stopping 
place for a day's travel from Yuma. 


Brawley now has teams at work 


on the new road being built around 
the Salton Sea, and it is even now in 
passable condition for automobiles. 


The preliminary skirmish was won 


at Phoenix, but the fight, judging from 
the attitude exhibited in certain quar- 
ters, is only just begun, and if the 
Salton Sea route is to be selected by 
the State 'Highway Commission as 
the permanent road, it will be neces- 
sary for all interested to unite forces.

A low-grade dynamite iwas used, 


running about 25 per cent, and the 
stick was inserted, attached to a long 
fuse, in a hole that had been drilled 
with an earth augur. The holes were 
drilled about five feet in depth some- 
times shallower than this. When the 
dynamite was tamped and exploded, 
the result was to loosen the earth 
about the hole quite thoroughly for a 
distance of several feet in radius, and 
it is claimed that the ground Is crack- 
ed farther down thnn the depth of the 
original hole, and that the cracks run 
laterally In every direction, thus al- 
lowing the water of the rainy season 
or irrigation to get through the hard- 
pan. 


It was the opinion of many ranch- 


ers that the dynamiting process was 
of value to ranches suffering from 
hard-pan, but that the majority of 
ranches in Covina were not troubled 
In this way. Some ranchers believed 
that this process could be used with 
profit in the lower ends of ranches, 
where the water does not settle as 
easily as at the upper ends. 


The system is also recommended 


instead of digging holes for the set- 
ting out of trees, and it is said that 
a young tree will thrive better in a 
dynamited hole than in a hole that 
has been dug with a shovel.
